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A’ Statement of Mission Work in the 


Convocation of Germantown. 


Grace Сновон, HunMEVILLE— This Church, with its 
Associated Missions, has been faithfully and laboriously 
cared for by the Rector of that Church, the Rev. John A. 
Jerome, who resides at Hulmeville, having charge of the 
parish there, and from that point reaching and directing four 
adjoining missions. The parish of Grace Church has made 
repairs and improvements in their Church edifice and school 
building. The morning attendance at this Church has some- 
what increased, but the evening attendance is very small 
As this parish unaided cannot support a rector, and as the 
missionary work associated with it is very laborious, the 
President of the Convocation, having consulted with the 
Bishop, has advised and urged the Rector to discontinue the 
evening service and to devote the time and strength thus 
saved to other work entrusted to him, holding at Grace 


Church а morning service and Sunday-school, and giving the ` 


remainder of the day to the other missions. 
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NEwPorTVILLE.—T his is the nearest point, and here evening 
services are held twice a month and Sunday-school is main- 
tained every Sunday. The other three missions are at 
Oxford Valley, Bensalem and Eden. 


„Ерем.—Неге nothing has been attempted ; the neat little 
chapel has never been furnished nor used. А building asso- 
ciation at this point has surveyed and is selling lots on the 
line of the railroad, to be used by persons whose business is 
in Philadelphia, and this promise of rapid growth in the 
neighborhood should be anticipated by our Church, the 
chapel standing there should be opened for worship and a 
Sunday-school organized. Delay may result in a loss of the 
opportunity which is now offered for us to be foremost in 
this field. 


Oxrorp VALLEY.—Here a lay-reader was employed by the 
Convocation during the summer with encouraging results; 
since the autumn no attempt to hold service there has been 
made. Could a clear title and control of the property be 
secured it might be well to combine this mission with 
Yardley, where only one Sunday service is held. 


BENSALEM.—At this point, after an intermission of about 
two months, the chapel was reopened for worship and Sunday- 
school instruction on the Sunday after Easter. 


TRINITY CHURCH, CENTREVILLE.— This parish has sustained 
a serious loss in being deprived of the services of the Rev. J. 
F. Taunt, whose earnestness and ability had brought much 
strength and encouragement to it. Since his resignation of 
his parish, St. Paul's, Doylestown, and his consequent with- 
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drawal from Centreville, no services have been held at the 
latter place. 


Trinity CHAPEL, CENTRE HruL.—This chapel has been 
closed during the winter as in past years.» From April to 
November а Sunday-school was kept open on Sunday morn- 
ings, and afternoon worship was conducted on two Sundays 
of each month by the Rev. E. K. Smith, who drove from his 
parish in Lambertville to render this service. His kind and 
earnest work was gratefully appreciated by the people of this 
little village, who have no other place of worship. 


ST. ANDREW's CHURCH, Y ARDLEYVILLE.— Here the Rev. Е. 
Н. G. Osborne, M. D., continues to hold one service on the 
Lord's Day with a Sunday-school, and occasionally he has a 
service during the week. This is one of the oldest of our 
stations; but gives no promise of becoming able to dispense 
with the external aid which it has received for many years. 


St. Luxz's Caurcu, Newtown, was deprived of its Rector, 
Rev. J. T. Carpenter, who, in September, removed to take 
'eharge of the Chureh of St. Alban, Roxborough. He was 
sueceeded in November by the Rev. Robert H. Wright, 
Jr., under whose charge this little parish continues to be 
prosperous. During the five months of his rectorate there 
has been an increase in both the congregation and the Sunday- 
school, and a debt of $350 has been paid, freeing the parish 
fo all indebtedness. 


Tur Сновсн or Тнк Ногу Innocents, Tacony.—This 


parish is under the charge of the Rev. Wm. A. White, who _ 


reports that notwithstanding his physical infirmities he has 
been able to maintain the services as usual; the attendanee 
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is uniformly good ; offerings for missions have increased, and 


an effort is now being made to reduce the debt which rests 
upon the Rectory. 


Sr. STEPHEN's CHURCH, BnrpzsBURG.— Under the faithful 
care of the Rev. Walter Jorden this Church is recovering 
from its discouragements and regaining spirit and strength. 
During the past year the young people of the parish have 
been organized into societies, and are aiding in the parish 
work ; the offerings of the parish have increased. 


Curist CHURCH, FRANKLINVILLE.—This parish has enlarged 
its. accommodations and increased its appliances for work 
by adding 20 feet to the length of its Church building, thus 
providing a room 20 x 24 feet, which is used for parish 
purposes during the week, and on Sunday is used, by the 
Infant-school and Rector’s Bible Class, and can be opened 
into the Church, increasing its seating capacity; the cost of 
this improvement, $400, has been provided for chiefly by 
the efforts of its energetic minister, the Rev. Thos. J. Taylor, 
The young people of the parish have furnished this new part. . 
It is proposed to add to these improvements already made, 
by enclosing the Church lot with an iron fence, and by 
making some necessary repairs. This is, in a proper sense of 
the word, a mission chapel, conducted by a minister who is 
placed in eharge of it by the Bishop, and works as an agent 
of the Convocation. It does not attempt to become a feeble 
parish with the disproportioned machinery of a parochial 
organization, a body of vestrymen and a lay representation, 
which often obstruct rather than develop and further the 
early growth of a new enterprise. The growth and prosper- 
ity of this work suggests the practicability and wisdom ot 
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doing all our work in this way, at least all new work which 
shall be undertaken. 


Tue CHURCH or Sr. ALBAN, Кохвокопан, has passed from 
the charge of the Rev. J. J. J. Moore to that of the Rev. J. 
T. Carpenter, who entered upon work there on the first of 
October. He was warmly welcomed by the parishioners, and 
has been heartily supported and much encouraged in his 
work. The offerings of the parish, both for'its own support 
and for external objects, have increased, and a floating debt 
of $550 has been cancelled. 


Sr. Davrp's Mission, Manayunk, having been resigned by 
the Rev. H. P. Chapman, fortunately secured the services of 
the Rev. C. R. Bonnell, at first as a temporary supply, and 
since as а settled pastor. His earnest spirit has been com- 
municated to the people, and has stimulated the life of this 
mission. In accordance with its own request it has been 
made independent of the fostering care of St. David's parish, 
Manayunk, and has taken the name of St. Stephen's Church. 
From a state of feeble dependence this miseion has rapidly 
acquired strength and self reliance; attendance at its services 
has largely increased ; the people are learning the duty of 
making systematic contributions to the Lord's treasury, and 
during these few months its offerings have increased more 
than threefold. It promises soon to be entirely self-support- 
ing. Twenty-four persons were confirmed at the Bishop’s 
visit in May. The example of this mission may well stimu- 
late and encourage others to go and do likewise, 


The beginning of a mission between St. Stephen's Church, 
Bridesburg, and the Church of the Messiah, Port Richmond, 
was proposed in our last Annual Report, and was successfully 
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undertaken last January. Mr. John Totty, lay-reader, has 
gratuitously given devoted labors to this work. In a room 
at the corner of Victoria and Bath streets, publie worship is 
held, and Sunday-school instruction is given every Sunday. 
Although this room is not well situated and is uncomfortable 
and unattractive, it is nevertheless well filled both on occa- 
sions of publie worship and at the sessions of the Sunday- 
school; the presence of men is specially noticeable and en- 
couraging. The results already reached justify the under- 
taking. Mr. Totty has an earnest and efficient co-worker in 
his wife, who visits the people, gathers Sunday-school 
scholars, holds a mothers’ meeting for the women, and in 
many ways is helping to build up this new work. Many of 
our clergy have kindly assisted by conducting services here 
on Sundays and during the week. It is believed that action 
should be taken at once to build an inexpensive chapel on 
the ground which has been kindly donated to the Convoca- 
tion for this purpose. The room now oceupied would not 
be endurable in the heat of the summer, and it is so crowded 
that more room must be provided to allow further growth. 


More ample means would enable us to progress more rapid- 
ly and to be more aggressive. We have advanced beyond 
the point reached last year by increasing our contributions. 
We may hope to do still better duriug the coming twelve 
months, especially as some of our parishes have not done 
their full share. The recommendation is made, and earnestly 
urged, that in every parish and mission station within our 
Convocation the work and needs of the Diocesan missions be 
presented at least once during the year, and that with this 
presentation of the work an opportunity be offered to the 
congregation to contribute to it.
